A few years ago observers “saw” 
the large metropolitan’ newspapers 
with their state-wide, and in some 
cases, nat onal circulation driving the 
rural press out of business. Some 
went so far as to predict a time near 
at hand when only very large com- 
munities could financially support

These groundless prophecies were 
inspired by consolidations and sus- 
pensions of weekly and small daily 
newspapers then taking place and 
still continuing in lesser numbers.

Some 
months will elapse before this special 
committee completes its work, .steps 
being taken at the present time to 
obtain information from the other 
provinces as to how the problem of 
redistribution has been met. In any 
event the clamor for a reduction in 
the number of legislative seats has 
been definitely left behind, and the 
recommendation of. the special inves- 
tigators at the next session of the 
assembly will call for an increase of 
two constituencies in the province, 
and possibly three. 

Under. instructions from the house 
last session, the redistribution com- 
mittee’ may. suggest an_ additional 
three seats over the present member- 
ship of sixty.

Victoria.—_The American salmon 
trolling boat number 557-G.A. was 
condemened, and declared forefeited 
to His Majesty. by Hon. Mr. Justice 
Archer » Martin, in the Admiralty 
Court here, ‘The vessel will be put 
up for sale” ‘py Herbert Goggin, Ad- 
miraly Court Marshal.
